Oregon Historical Society redesigned four key Oregon
history digital tools - Oregon History Project, Oregon
Encyclopedia, Oregon History Wayfinder, and Oregon
TimeWeb – to create an innovative and interconnected
public history resource accessible to researchers,
teachers, and students across the state.

Fossil Public Library hired a tutor to
offer weekly computer classes to
increase digital literacy in their small,
rural community.
